DAUGHTER, 7, I 
IN FIRE AT HOME 


Father re Vain Ef. 
fort to Rescue Girl— 
Mother, Two Other 
Children Safe. 


Lonnie B. Mason, a packing- 
house worker, and his 7-year- 
old daughter, Mary Lou, were 
burned to death early today in 


a fire that destroyed their 
one-story frame home at 330 
Exchange avenue, East St. 
Louis 

Mason, 33 years old, died 
when he re-entered the burn- 
ing home in a vain effort to 
save the child. Mrs. Mason 


and two other children escaped 
without injury with the assis- 
tance of a taxicab driver. 

Charles Finney, of the John 
Robinson Homes, East St. 
Louis, a driver for the Illinois 
Taxicab Co., said he was driv- 
ing west on Exchange avenue 
when he noticed smoke com- 
ing from around the frame of 
a closed window of the Mason's 
home. 

After sounding his horn in 
an effort to awaken the occu- 
pants, he radioed his office to 
‘turn in a fire alarm. Then, 
leaving his cab, he went to the 
front door but was unable to 
enter because of the dense 
smoke pouring out. 

Going to the west side of 
the house, he broke two win- 
dows and saw flames inside. 
At this point. Mrs. Mason 
crawled out of one of the win- 
dows carrying Janet, 16 months 
old, and a son, Lionel. 8. Mason 
also got out the same w ay but, 
noticing the absence of Mary 
Lou, went back into the flam- 
ing building. 

Assistant Fire Chief James 
Groce said the two apparently 
were trapped. Both died of 
| burns rather than asphyxiation, 
‘authorities said. 

Groce estimated damage to 
the house at $2000 and to the 
contents at $900. Firemen 
fought the blaze for more than 
three hours before the bodies 
could be recovered.

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To Make Up Lost Time 

A weighing of the restricted reports thus far 
made on the recessed hearings of the Senate 
Preparedness subcommittee finds the balance 
definitely on the unfavorable side. But there 
are at least two silver linings edging the cloud 
that hangs over the still somewhat confusing pic- 
ture of our missile program. 

First of all the nation finds that it has the 
time to begin making up for lost ground. The 
present is unlike those dismal days when Pearl 
Harbor confronted us, or when France found its 
vaunted Maginot Line had failed, or when Eng- 
land found that appeasement had no lasting 
value. Second, there is the change in the Wash- 
ington atmosphere since Sputniks I and II. 

Now, instead of the cuts in military funds, 
such as the secret one of last August that re- 
duced the vital basic research program, there 
is the fairly well authenticated report that the 
Administration will seek a $2,000,000,000 in- 
crease in the defense budget for the next fiscal 
year. Senator Styles Bridges, who was among 
the 31 congressional leaders briefed at White 
House budget sessions this week, says most of 
this big sum will go for missiles and anti-sub- 
marine equipment. 

Properly applied, this increase in the budget 
for fiscal 1959 should be of material benefit to 
our renewed defense effort. It meets one of 
the four major recommendations made before 
Senator Lyndon Johnson's subcommittee hearing. 
This recommendation, as expressed in testimony 
by Lieut. Gen. James H. Doolittle, (retired), 
chairman of the Air Force Scientific Advisory 
Board, was: “Jack up defense spending. We 
need an immediate substantial increase in our 
military budget.” 

* . . 

Another of the recommendations, and one 
that received heavy emphasis from the scientists 
who testified, called for a relaxation of the 
secrecy requirements that hamper our relations 
with our allies. As Dr. Edward Teller put it: 
“The situation is dangerous enough to require 
the fullest co-operation with our allies in the 
application of science and technology to the 
development of weapons.” 

A third recommendation, and one that has 
been heard and more or less unheeded over the 
years, called for elimination of rivalry among 
the three services and an effort to co-ordinate 
defense planning better. It had been thought 
when the Weapons Systems Evaluation Group 
was established soon after World War II that its 
judgments would play a major part in eliminat- 
ing squabbles and doubts arising over new arms. 

Yet here was Gen. Doolittle testifying that 
the Secretary af Defense needed “an advisory 
military staff to assist him in resolving the hon- 
est differences of opinion that now occur be- 
tween dedicated military people.” Dr. Vanne- 
var Bush, head of the Office of Scientific Re- 
search and Development in World War II, going 
even further, criticized the entire Pentagon or- 
ganizational plan. 

A fourth recommendation, made by Dr. Teller, 
emphasized one of the principles often over- 
looked and which sometimes is overshadowed 
by passive defense concepts. Dr. Teller de- 
elared: “‘We must be prepared to strike back if 
we are hit, and we must be prepared in such a 
way that our ability to strike back cannot itself 
be destroyed by a surprise attack.” 

. - + 

For a long time we have depended upon our 
Strategic Air Command as composing a threat 
of retaliation so powerful and sure that it could 
guarantee safety against attack. But now Soviet 
Russia's double threat of an intercontinental 
ballistic missile and a big submarine fleet, capa- 
ble of launching‘ ballistic missiles with hydrogen 
warheads from a range of 700 miles, confronts us. 

Anti-aircraft missile and radar defense in 
Soviet Russia is reported to have drastically re- 
duced the threat of our big bombers. But judg- 
ing from what has come out of the subcommit- 
tee hearings, directly and indirectly, we do not 
have a high enough degree of resistance to a 
surprise missile attack on us. 

Apparently we at least are now on the way 
toward reinforcing our retaliatory capacity 
through achieving ICBMs and ballistic missile- 
launching submarines. The anti-missile missile 
is said to be too far distant for immediate aid. 

Though the picture of our defenses which it 
reveals is not altogether pleasant, the subcom- 
mittee is performing a valuable service. Self- 
preservation being a nation’s first responsibility 
in this dangerous age, our country cannot af- 
ford a second-rate defense. Neither can we 
afford to neglect any possible diplomatic initia- 
tive that may make resort to military power 
unnecessary.

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Jenner Decides to Quit 

Roughly a year before -his term expires on 
Jan. 3, 1959, Senator William E. Jenner of Indi- 
ane has let it be known that he will not run for 
re-election next fall. He wants to devote his time, 
he says, to the practice of law. 

His explanatien does not satisfy those Repub- 
lican leaders who, despite the fact that the Ad- 
ministration party generally loses strength in 
non-presidential elections, would like to take 
over the control of Congress from the Democrats 
in 1958. Since Jenner had won in 1944 (the 
brief, unexpired term of Senator Van Nuys), in 
1946 and in 1952, they had counted on him to 
make a strong bid for another term. 

Perhaps Jenner is not so optimistic about his 
chances. He may feel that it is better to retire 
than to be defeatéd. And he seems to be tired 
of Washington. He has dropped several hints 
to that effect. For him, the Senate is not what 
it used to be. Ws biggest show no longer is the 
hunt for Communists and subversives staged by 
athe troupe of McCarthy, Welker and Jenner. The 
stars of that triumvirate are dead, and Jenner 
has found it difficult to win an audience for his 
more lackluster version of the script. 

His opposite number in the House, Represen- 
tative Francis Walter, also is meeting with noth- 
ing but discouragement. Speaker Rayburn has 
turned off the TV cameras, and there has been

no protest worth mentioning except from Walter. 
The American people wearied of the shoddy, 
trashy witch-hunt. And when the sputniks ap- 
peared, it became apparent that the demagogues 
had not only affronted civil rights, but also had 
diverted energy from the real problems facing 
the nation. There can be no regret at Jenner's 
retirement. The reckless injustice of his kind 
should not be forgotten. a 


Yes for the County’s Handicapped 

On Tuesday, voters in St. Louis county will 
enjoy an opportunity personally to do something 
about one of the serious deficiencies in public 
education in the suburbs. They can create a 
special, county-wide school district to serve that 
area’s 2000 or so mentally and physically han- 
dicapped youngsters. 

The proposed district is the most practical de- 
vice for meeting the special needs of these ex- 
ceptional children. The difficulty with attempt- 
ing to educate or train them within the frame 
of the county’s 29 regular districts is that there 
are too few of them in any one district. It thus 
becomes prohibitively expensive to deal with 
them in the individual district. Only by creating 
a new district whose boundaries are the whole 
county is it possible to bring together a group 
sufficiently large to be handled efficiently and 
economically. 

The new district would be financed by a 
property tax rate of no more than 10 cents on 
the $100 valuation. For the householder whose 
property is assessed at $5000, say, the cost of 
this new facility would run to 41 cents a month 
at most. On the basis of existing valuations in 
the county, the 10-cent maximum levy would 
raise $1,000,000 a year. As the county grows 
and with it the need, so will the income from 
the levy. 

No organized opposition has appeared to the 
proposal, which comes directly from the County 
Conference of School Board Members and Super- 
intendents. Realizing that the special-district 
concept was the most feasible method of han- 
dling the problem, the Conference carried the ; 
plan to the Legislature and pushed through the 
enabling bill that paved the way for Tuesday’s 
election. 

According to Otis A. See, spokesman for the 
proponents, while many county districts provide 
some training for the less severely mentally 
retarded, no facilities are provided for the more 
severely retarded—nor for the blind, deaf or 
orthopedically handicapped. This is a shame, 
especially in an area like St. Louis county which 
has the ability to afford first-class opportunities 
for all its children. 

Polling places will be open from 6 a.m. to 7 
p.m. They will be in the same locations as those 
employed in elections last April in each of the 
individual school districts. In our judgment 
county voters will serve their own best interests 
by marking their ballots for the new district. 
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A Fine Surprise 

In announcing the 1957 St. Louis Award, 
Chancellor Ethan A. H. Shepley of Washington 
University said it might be a surprise. He noted 
that most past awards have been based on well- 
publicized service to the community, and he 
might have added that much of this service was 
devoted to governmental or social progress. 

The 1957 award, by contrast, is “for a con- 
spicuous contribution to the cultural develop- 
ment of St. Louis,” and its recipient richly 
deserves public acknowlédgement. For he first 
conceived the idea of microfilming the priceless 
documents of the Vatican Library, and then 
directed the work in Rome _ which brings

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Mr. Hammarskjold’s New Success 

Jordan’s sudden agreement to pass an Israeli 
convoy to Mount Scopus is a victory for United 
Nations truce controls and a personal success 
for U.N. Secretary General Dag Hammarskjold. 

For two weeks it seemed that Jordan and 
Israel had reached a major impasse over a rela- 
tively small spot on their frontier—or front. Ten 
days ago Jordan barred the last Israeli:convoy 
trying to pass through Jordanian territory to 
Israel’s Mount Scopus area of Jerusalem. Jor- 
dan protested that Israel was trying to fortify 
the area and that the acting chief of the U.N. 
truce supervision organization, Col. Byron T. 
Leary of the United States Marines, had failed 
to use his inspection powers to prevent forti- 
fication. ; 

When Mr. Hammarskjold arrived oh the trou- 
bled scene only last Sunday, he conceded that 
the situation was “perilous.” Jordan seemed ada- 
mant, and Egyptian propagandists were trying 
to incite the Jordanians. Had Israel tried to 
ram through a convoy, an armed clash might 
have resulted, bringing a renewal of warfare to 
the Middle East. 

Mr. Hammarskjold’s first efforts at mediation 
brought no visible concessions. But he persisted, 
and now Jordan has agreed to permit an Israeli 
convoy which carries “permitted materials.” This 
suggests that Mr. Hammarskjold was finally able 
to convince Jordan that U.N. truce inspectors 
would guard against delivery of fortifications 
materials. That, in effect, restores confidence 
in the U.N. team’s ability to preserve the truce, 

In view of the alarms of the past few days, 
Dag Hammarskjold has added to his already 
considerable record in the field of peace 
negotiations,

Very Belated Doubts 

The resignation of retired Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Stanley F. Reed from the new Civil Rights 
Commission was a surprise and shock to the 
White House and undoubtedly will puzzle the 
public. 

Justice Reed told the President that service 
on the commission might lower respect for the 
judiciary, of which he remains a member though 
retired from active service. There are prece- 
dents for extra-judicial service by Justices which 
did not lower respect for the judiciary. But if 
Justice Reed had doubts, why in the world did’ 
he nat mention them before he accepted appoint- 
ment, less than a month ago? 

Now there is a vacancy at the head of that 
agency which, under the civil rights law, has less 
than two years to complete its important task. It 
will not be easy to find a successor who meets 
the qualifications for judicial temperament and 
reputation plus conviction that America owes 
its citizens equal rights before Ahe law. Yet the 
White House must begin a search for a civil 
rights chairman again, and without delay.

expedition had been taken from him 
and given to Gen. Alfred Terry. Both 
Terry and Col. John Gibbon, com- 
mander of the Montana prong of a 
pincers movement, were men of im- 
peccable moral standards. They would 
not have tolerated any “‘amours.”’ 

When Custer led the Seventh Cav- 
alry from the Yellowstone up the 
Rosebud and over the Wolf Moun- 
tains divide into the Little Big Horn 
valley the regiment was traveling so 
lightly it had even left its sabers be- 
hind and Custer had refused Gatling 
gun support because he thought it 
would impede him. 

His senior captain was Frederick 
Benteen, whose dislike for Custer,, 
dating back to the organization of the 
regiment in 1866, amounted almost to 
a phobia. He never would have kept 
silent. He would have seen to it that 
no “feminine heart throbs” went up 
the Rosebud. 

And even if such a thing had been 
a physical possibility—and it wasn’t— 
there were some others present who 
would have discouraged it—Capt. Tom 
Custer, a brother; Lieut. James Cal- 
houn, a _ brother-in-law, and Boston 
Custer, a young civilian relative from 
the East, who had gone along “for 
the fun.” They were all killed in the 
Little Big Horn battle. A “family 
affair” such as was the Seventh Cav- 
alry of the time, was certainly not 
conducive to an affair of the heart. 

Custer was seeking two things— 
glory and restoration to the good 
graces of the military high command. 
He paid for the “glory” with his life. 
Had he lived he probably would have 
been court-martialed. 

Of course, there was the vainglorious 
“Battle of the Washita” in 1868 when 
Custer led the Seventh on an early 
morning charge into a sleeping village; 
a Cheyenne maiden named Monahse- 
tah and a boy named Yellow Swallow, 
but we leave the telling of that story 
to some other Washington aide.

Dalton Rules in Favor of Prisoner 
Park Crews 


An opinion by Attorney General 
John M. Dalton has opened up a 
brand-new field of rehabilitative meas- 
ures for inmates of the Missouri De- 
partment of Corrections. 


Dalton has ruled that prison inmates 
may legally be used in the upkeep of 
Missouri’s state parks. 

The opinion was requested by Col. 
James D. Carter, state corrections di- 
rector. He said a camp is contem- 
plated using prisoners to improve and 
beautify state property only. 

Assistant Attorney General Harold 
L. Henry said it is clear prisoners may 
be used to improve public grounds and 
that authority extends to state parks. 

When the program gets underway 
it is expected prisoners also will be 
used in wildlife areas under the State 
Conservation Commission.

The entire success, and public ac- 
ceptance, of the venture rests square- 
ly upon the shoulders of those inmatés 
selected to be the vanguard group. 
Any detrimental act by a member of 
this first group will have a stagger- 
ingly adverse effect on the future of 
the project. It could very well mean 
the end of the whole thing. 


Citizens living near the proposed 
camp have already voiced doubts and 
misgivings. They have an understand- 
able reason for their distrust. In the 
past we have given society very little 
reason to trust us. If the proposal 
goes through we will have an opportu- 
nity to rectify that distrust. 


Prisoners in other state park proj- 
ects over the nation have won favor 
and respect from citizens by conform- 
ing to decent behavior and good man- 
ners. JIowa and California prisoners 
are reaping a harvest of good will by 
the initial groups taking part in their 
park projects. We can do the same. 

It has been said that around thirty 
men will comprise the first group tak- 
ing part in the Missouri plan. They 
will be watched more closely by their 
fellow inmates—whom they leave be- 
hind the walls—than all the citizens 
who doubt and question the feasibility 
of using convict labor in state parks.

Vital Questions Unanswered 


TITOISM: PATTERN FOR INTERNA- 
TIONAL COMMUNISM, by Charles 
P. MeVicker. (St. Martin’s Press, 352 
pes., $6.) 

Much has been written on the im- 
portance of supporting Tito’s Yugo- 
slavia against the power of Moscow. 
Persuasive arguments have moved 
Congress to give aid to Belgrade. An 
occasional protest against subsidizing 
a Communist variant has been ignored 
in favor of Titoism. 


What is. Titoism? Is it democracy? 
Is it totalitarianism? Dr. Charles Mc- 
Vicker of Yale’s Political Science De- 
partment has written a definition, pri- 
marily from Yugoslav sources and 
from his own experience in the coun- 
try. “Titoism is neither Communism 
as it is practiced by the Soviet Union, 
nor democracy as it is known in West- 
ern liberal societies. Instead it is a 


compromise. .., a system of minority 
rule, ... at best a benevoleat dicta- 
torship.” 

* * e 


McVicker uses most of hjs book to 
describe the evolution of Communist 
Yugoslavia from the 1948 split be- 
tween Moscow and Belgrade to the 
present. He believes that “the break 
resulted primarily from the fact that 
Stalin considered Tito’s strength and 
independence dangerous as well as 
personally offensive.” 


Once beyond Soviet control, Tito 
began to relax the pressures on his 
people. Agricultural collectivization 
came to a standstill; forced collection 
of farm produce was stopped; various 
church properties were returned and 
the clerics were permitted a freer life. 
The Yugoslav economy was decentral- 
ized to the point of local workers’ 
councils managing production enter- 
prises. Banking and foreign trade like- 
wise were decentralizeds The secret 
police with their terror tactics faded 
into the background and the popula- 
tion came under the protection of law 
interpreted and administered by the 
courts. Social security was expanded, 
health insurance developed, and edu- 
cation extended. Private ownership of 
property was legalized. 

- * + 

McVicker discusses these changes on 
Yugoslavia’s “own road to Socialism” 
sympathetically and with a surprising 
lack of critical evaluation. He seems 
to accept at face value the judgments 
the Titoists make about themselves. 
And this at exactly the same time the 
former Yugoslav Vice President Dijffas 
is being held in prison for his sharply 
critical book “The New Class.” 

The book leaves unanswered the vi- 
tal question of Titoism’s significance 
in the struggles between Moscow and 
Washington. It sees Titoism as Com- 
munism's coming pattern. But a sequel 
is necessary: Should we continue to 
support Titoism? Is it fair to assume 
that a show of resistance to the Soviet 
Union by a Communist country makes 
that country an ally of the free world? 
Or is it wiser and safer to believe that 
any form of Communism, national or 


_ otherwise, stands committed to the 


struggle against capitalism for the 
world—the inevitable clash predicted 
by the high priests of Marxism?

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5 (UP) 
~ House Democratic leader 
John W. McCormack said to- 
day the Administration had 
better put a strong defense 
ahead of a balanced budget in 
order to meet 
age military challenge 

“President Eisenhower and 
the Republican leaders are evi- 
dently thinking of the defense 
of our country in terms of a 
balanced budget.” the Massa- 
chusetts Democrat said in a 
statement. 

“We had better catch up with 
the Soviets in the field of in- 
tercontinental ballistic missiles 
within the next year. 

“It is about time the Ad- 
ministration got out of its 
dream world and into the world 
of reality.” 

He repeated his charge that 
the Administration ‘does not 
appreciate the urgency of the 
situation.” 

McCormack said 
thinks the Soviets 
catch up with them if they 
have the advantage, they are 
doing a disservice to our coun- 
try.” 

He said Democrats would co- 
operate in efforts to speed up 
missile development. 

McCormack questioned 
whether enough is being done 


“if anyone 
will let us 


in the fields of biological, 
chemical and_ psychological 
warfare. 


G.O.P. Optimistic. 

His statement came as Re- 
publican congressional leaders 
who conferred with the Presi- 
dent yesterday took an optim- 
istic view of chances of bal- 
ancing the fiscal 1959 budget 
despite planned increases in 
missile and other phases of de- 
fense spending 

Their reports indicated offi- 
cials are making a concentrated 
search for savings in other 
areas of federal spending to 
offset prospective higher de- 
fense outlays. 

White House press secretary 
James C. Hagerty said plans 
had not been nailed down and 
Administration officials “want 
to do a lot more talking and 
studying of the things we be- 
lieve are necessary and things 
that can be reduced or cut 
out.” He said the amounts for 
several programs, chiefly in 
the defense field, still must be 
determined. 


Talks With President. 


The balanced budget goal 
was emphasized by the White 
House and the Republican con- 
gressional leaders who attend- 
ed vesterday’s conference with 
President Eisenhower on his 
domestic legislative program 
for next year. The Republican 
group was part of the larger 
bipartisan congressional dele- 
gation which met with the 
President Tuesday to discuss 
defense and foreign policy. 


Some of the Republican lead- 
ers were more dubious than 
others about prospects for sav- 
ing enough to offset prospec- 
tive rises in missile and space- 
age spending. But Hagerty, who 


sat in on the meetings, said 
the President had made it 
plain he was shooting for a 


balanced budget and believed 
it could be achieved if there 
was a will to do so. 


It was disclosed after the 
Tuesday session’that the Ad- 
ministration wants to spend 


about two billion dollars more 
in fiscal 1959, starting next 
July 1, than in the current 
fiscal year for missile develop- 
ment and a number of other 
defense programs to answer the 
Soviet space-age challenge. De- 
fense sources. said efforts 
would be made to find enough 
savings in other defense areas 
to offset about one billion dol- 
lars of this. 
Other Talks Planned. 

Both the White House and 
congressional leaders said yes- 
terday’s meeting was a pre- 
liminary exchange of views, to 
be followed by others with Re- 
publican leaders before the 
Administration legislative pro- 
gram goes to Congress next 
month. 

Much of the discussion dealt 
directly and indirectly with the 
budget. Hagerty said “thexe 
was a feeling’ the Administra- 
tion would not have to ask for 
an increase in the: present 275 
billion dollar debt ceiling when 
Congress reconvenes. 

He and Senate Republican 
Leader William F. Knowland 
of California, agreed a tax re- 
duction next year was “highly 
unlikely.” Knowland added he 
was also ‘“‘very hopeful there 
will be no tax increases.” 

There was talk about the Ad- 
ministration’s long-standing re- 
quest for higher postal rates 
to yield upward of $500,000,000 
a vear. The House this year 
finally approved a postal rate 
bill which awaits Senate action 
next year. 

But offsetting this proposal 
was discussion of a pay in- 
crease for Government em- 
ployes. One of the congres- 
sional leaders said it appeared 
the Administration would rec- 
ommend. salary increases of 6 
per cent to match the increase 
in the cost of living since the 
last federal pay rise. 

Some of the congressional 
group said there also had been 
discussion of cutbacks’ or 
elimination of federal spend- 
ing in public works, water pol- 
lution control, vocational edu- 
cation, disaster relief, urban 
renewal, the ‘school lunch pro- 
gram and rural electrification. 

The Administration made 
clear yesterday it wants Con- 
gress next year to continue its 
annual renewal of existing ex- 
cise and corporate income tax 
rates. The automatic reduc- 
tion provided for next June 30 
in these levies would cost the 
treasury about three billion 
aollars a year in revenue. 

The Republican congression- 
al leaders said Secretary of 
Treasury Robert B. Anhderson 
had given no indication he ex- 
pected the recent business slow- 
down to curtail federal tax col- 
lections next year. 

No over-all budget figure 
was’ discussed and not indica- 
tion was given whether it will

Chairman Richard B. Russell 
of Georgia, of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee 
said he approved of the Ad- 
ministration’s budget-balancing 
objective. To help meet the 
additional two billion dollars 
in missile and other defense 
outlays forecast by Adminis- 
tration leaders, Russell said 
some less essential military 
spending was going to have to 
be cut. 

“I think that about $600,000.,- 
000 can be saved by eliminat- 
ing some of the duplication and 
waste in the military program,” 
he said. “I certainly am op- 
posed to deficit spending and 
to increasing taxes. But if it 
came to a showdown between 
deficit spending and more 
taxes, I would rather see taxes 
raised.” 

Senator John A. Carroll of 
Colorado said the Eisenhower 
Administration was going to 
run into opposition in Congress 
if it attempted to cut out es- 
sential civilian services. 

Unlike Russell, Carroll said 
he would rather see some def- 
icit spending than to have 
economies in the domestic pro- 
gram that might accelerate the 
current business downturn. 


Finletter Thinks Two-Billion 
Boost Is Not Enough. 

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Dec. 5 
(AP) — Thomas K. Fintietter, 
former Secretary of ‘the Air 
Force, told a Democratic rally 
here last night that an increase 
of two billion dollars in the 
defense budget would be inade- 
quate to meet the challenge of 
Soviet Russia’s scientific 
achievements. = 

Finletter said that one study 
“which went into the subject 
quite thoroughly suggested 10 
billion dollars and I think that 
figure is about right.” 

He spoke before 300 Demo- 
crats of the second congres- 
sional district at a $10-a-plate 
dinner 

Finletter said talk of avoid- 
ing an increase in the debt 
limit was unrealistic. 

“We've got to face up to the 
necessity of closing the defense 
gap,” Finletter § said. “The 
basic need of the country is 
a new state of mind and full 
information as to where we 
Stand. With a few exceptions 
necessary to avoid Jeaks about 
our plans, I believe’all the de- 
fense information possible 
should be given to the public. 
We haven't had that. Indeed, 
1 fear there has been some 
misinformation passed out.”

The other 
is that France has offered free 
elections, after a cease-fire, es- 
tablispment of a national as- 
sembly, with the freedom of 
the vote guaranteed by as 
many observers from demo- 
cratic countries around the 
world as anyone could wish.

Geese make most of their 
growth during their first 10 
weeks, so there could be great- 
er net profits for producers if 
the birds were sold at a young- 
er age, Dr. Swanson suggests, 


Studies of dressing losses 
a..d meat yields of geese of 
different ages and breeds were 
made by Dr. Swanson and the 
late T. H. Canfield, long-time 
expert on goose production. 
They compared breeds, and 
processed males and females 
from each breed at different 
ages. Then they roasted the 
birds and removed all meat 
from the bones to learn how 
much meat they yielded. 

From these studies Dr. Swan- 
son concludes that people who 
don’t like the high fat content 
and large amounts of cooking 
drippings in older geese might 
favor the junior birds. Geese 
processed when eight to ll 
weeks old had only half as 
much drip loss as did the 26- 
weeks-old birds. 

Though the younger birds 
had a higher percentage of 
bone, this may be outweighed 
by the advantage of less fat 
and drip loss in the junior 
geese. On the average, the jun- 
iors had about five to six per 
cent more edible meat than did 
older geese.

Fine Idea, Timing 


NEW YORK, Dec. 5. 
JUST WHEN EGGHEADS are back in style, CBS-TV 
happens to come up with “Conquest,” a program designed 
to give the public a better understanding of the scientist 
and his work. Although the program has been in prep- 
aration for a year or 680, 
it couldn't be better 
timing, a better idea or 

a much better show. 

“All my life,” said 
Eric Sevareid, “Con- 
quest’s” host and narra- 
tor, “I have repotted to 
you about the present 
and the known. Now I 
am going to report on 
the unknown and the fu- 
ture. I thought I knew 
the facts of life. But the 
facts changed when I 
wasn't looking. I am 45 
—not so very old—but 
my education is already 
old hat. My teen-age sons 
understand things about 
the nature of life and 
the universe that my 
teachers never taught me. 

“A flood of discovery 
is sweeping down the short and narrow stream bed of 
human history. I'd like to swim with it. ‘Conquest’ itself 
is a try. We want to help penetrate the wall that separates 
the man in the laboratory from the rest of us.” 


ERIC SEVAREID . . . DEFINES 
“CONQUESTS” THEME. 


That, beautifully expressed, is the theme of 
the show and it’s the most important theme 
of any TV show of this or any other season. 
All through the first show, this idea — that 
mankind, far from being a knowledgeable ani- 
mal, is simply on the brink of major discovery— 
keeps recurring. 


RIGHT AT THE OUTSET was an interview with Dr 
Wendell Stanley, director of the virus laboratory at the 
University of California, who declared: “This may sound 
strange to you, but in the laboratory we look upon the 
virus as a potential source of great good, for it is the 
container of man’s greatest secret—the nature of life it- 
self... . It’s not unreasonable to expect that ultimately 
we'll control the genetic forces of life, shaping the gen- 
eration of plants, animals and human beings to come.” 


That certainly is a threshold and one that Sevareid 
certainly never heard of in his youth. Another case in 
point: Dr. Maurice Ewing, director of the Lamont Geolog- 
ical Observatory at Columbia University, declared in pass- 
ing that investigation of the earth today is about at the 
Same stage that the investigation of the properties of the 
atom was about 1900. “We are just on the verge of great 
discoveries about the origin and the evolution of the 
earth.” 


There were three major filmed segments of the first 
show—the first concerning the edge of life, the second 
Dr. Ewing's explorations of the bottom of the sea, and 
last and most interesting “Project Man High” in which 
Maj. David Simons, head of the United States Air Force's 
space biology laboratory, spent 32 hours 20 miles above 
the earth in a balloon. 


In all of these you felt man was just on the 
brink of something, just on the outer edge of some 
pretty scarey discoveries. For instance, out of 
Dr. Ewing’s findings from the ocean floor: “Our 
findings suggest that it could take only a few 
years, not centuries or millenia, for a great ice 
cap to cover the parts of the earth where most 
people now live.” 


THE EXCLUSIVE filmed report on Maj. Simons's 
ascent to the edge of space was perhaps a little too long 
but it contained some great suspense. When Simons 
finally got into the edge of space—and there were marvel- 
ous movies of the edge of blackness with bright sunshine 
underneath—his language, filtered through a radio trans- 
mitter, seemed touched with exploratory wonder: 


“The cloud layer, which terminates in an overhanging 
shelf and is so solid, gives one the feeling of being in 
heaven above the rest of the world. You can look down 
over the edge and see the poor faltering mortals. It's a 
strange sensation — a quiet world, peaceful, bright and 
dark at the same time.” 


The spirit of pioneering came up again at the pro- 
gram's close when Sevareid interviewed Dr. Lawrence 
Snyder, president of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science, and Dr. Alan Waterman, direc- 
tor of the National Science Foundation, with basic research 
described as creative work on a frontier where a man 
does not know what he can produce or find but knows 


that whatever he finds will add to man’s understanding 
and knowledge. 


The next “Conquest” wil! be Jan. 19 and it will, 
among other things, tell the story of Dr. H. Julian Allen, 
the aerodynamicist who, by redesigning rockets and mis- 
Siles, has solved the crucial “re-entry” problem,” enabling 
objects to return to earth from space without burning up 
through friction with the atmosphere.

Answers Hot Off the Kitchen Range

HAVING NO VALID excuse 
for putting it off any longer, 
we'll devote this column to get- 
ting caught up with our corre- 
spondence. The first letter on 
the pile asks for recipes for 
deviled crab and seafood gum- 
bo. 


There are several schools of 
thought regarding deviled crab. 
Some people like it highly sea- 
soned and their recipes will 
call for a lot of lemon juice 
and horseradish. This recipe 
calls for those ingredients, but 
with restraint. 


Mix two cups of crab meat 
with a fourth of a cup of sherry 
and stir in a teaspoon of Wor- 
cestershire sauce (more if you 
like it) and three beaten egg 
yolks, 

Melt three tablespoons of 
butter. Mix two tablespoons of 
flour with a half teaspoon of 
salt, a teaspoon of dry mustard 
and a pinch of white pepper. 
Add this dry mixture to the 
butter and blend it. Then add 
two cups of milk and stir it 
over the fire until it thickens. 
Add the crab meat to this and 
blend well. Add a half tea- 
spoon of horseradish and two 
tablespoons of lemon juice. 

We might digress at this 
point to add that there are two 
schools of thought regarding 
hard-cooked eggs. If you like 
them in your deviled crab, 
mince two of them fine and 
add them. 

Fill the crab shells with the 
mixture and sprinkle them 
with buttered bread crumbs. 
Bake them in a moderate oven 
until they're brown, which they 
should be in about 10 min- 
utes. 

We might suggest that if you 
and deviled crabs are just get- 
ting acquainted you try them 
both ways, without the horse- 
radish, lemon juice and eggs, 
and then with. You can decide 
which way you like them 
better. 


THE OTHER request speci- 
fies a New Orleans recipe for 
seafood gumbo. The only trou- 
ble is that even in New Or- 
leans, as everywhere else, there 
are a lot of recipes, no two 
exactly alike. 

Here, to begin with, is an

old recipe for oyster and crab- 
meat gumbo which comes from 
the Deep South. The recipe 
serves six. 


Slice two medium onions very 


thin and cook them in three 
tablespoons of melted butter 
for three minutes. Don’t burn 
them. Add a No. 3 can of to- 
matoes, and then season it with 
a bouquet made of a bay leaf, 
four sprigs of fresh parsley 
and three sprigs of celery tops. 
tied together. Let it all simmer 
gently for 25 minutes, stirring 
occasionally. 


Then add a small can of 
flaked crabmeat and two doz- 
en large oysters that have been 
steamed for one minute. Stir in 
a teaspoon of salt, a teaspoon 
of granulated sugar, a few 
grains of cayenne, a teaspoon 
of Worcestershire sauce, a few 


drops of Tabasco and, if you 
happen to have any thyme 
around the place, a pinch of 
that. Let it cook just a minute 
or two. If you cook it too 
long it toughens the oysters. 
Serve it hot in deep dishes. 


BUT AS MOST gumbo eat- 
ers will tell you, gumbo isn’t 
gumbo without okra. Here is 
a gumbo recipe from New Or- 
leans, so it’s at least New 
Orleans style. And it has okra. 

Start with a large, heavy pot. 
Heat a half cup of olive oil 
and add a pound of fresh (or 


frozen) okra. Cook it until it’s 
tender, stirring often. 


Then add a large can of to- 
matoes, followed by a bunch 
of chopped parsley, three large, 
diced onions; a bunch of celery

WHEN YOU TRAVEL 
through New England and New 
York state, you find so many 
unpronounceable Indian names 
that you soon lose track of 
them. But there are also some 
place-names whose origins you 
wonder abo.w.t — and now and 
then one will come along that 
is explained to you. Up at the 
University of Rhode Island at 
Kingston, the organization spon- 
soring the Audubon Screen 
Tours was “The Little Rest 
Bird Club.” Inquiry devel- 
oped that Kingston itself was

The boy with the pigeons was 
Ronnie Hock+—and it was soon 
apparent that we were meeting 
one of those rare mortals whom 
all living creatures seem imme- 
diately to look upon as protec- 
tor, friend and kindred spirit. 
His interest in birds, fishes and 
animals began as soon as he 
could walk and talk, and in his 
short life he has raised fledg- 
ling crows, blackbirds, spar- 
rows, pigeons and others — 
as well as baby cottontails 
and squirrels. This is quite a 
variety of wildlife for a city 
back yard. 


Inside the house, Ronnie's 
interests were equally evident. 
His room, kept constantly at 80 
degrees by an electric heater, 
contained two large aquariums 
and many smaller ones filled 
with a vast variety of tropical 
fish. Bell-jars and beakers held 
new-born specimens of many 
species, some of which Ronnie 
had helped into the world by 
puncturing their tiny eggs with 
a needle.

chopped medium fine, tops and 
all; a half pound of cubed 
slices of boiled ham. 


Season it with salt, pepper, 
a pinch of basil and a pinch of 
marjoram. You might also add 
a tablespoon of either Kitchen 
Bouquet or Worcestershire 
sauce. Then put four garlic 
buds through the press and 
add those. 

While it’s slowly simmering, 
sprinkle flour in three pounds 
of fresh shrimp which have 
been shelled. Fry them in but- 
ter in an iron pan until they’re 
pink.

HERE’S a request for a rec- 
ipe for Chinese egg roll. Here's 
how: First, make a batter. Put 
in a bowl a half cup of sifted 
flour, a half teaspoon of salt, 
a half cup of water and one and 
a half eggs. Beat it until it’s 
smooth. 


Pour a thin layer of batter 
in a medium hot skillet over a 
medium fire, and cook on one 
side for about a minute. Place 
it to one side and cook three 
more the same way. The top 
side is uncooked. 


The center ingredient: a ta- 
blespoon each of shredded cel- 
ery, bean sprouts and diced 
carrots slightly cooked. Add 
a tablespoon of finely cut on- 
ion, a teaspoon of sugar, a 
half a cup of cooked ground 
pork, beef, ham or chicken; a 
half cup of finely cut canned 
crab meat or fresh cooked 
shrimp, a half teaspoon of 
pepper and a teaspoon of salt. 

Place a heaping tablespoon 
of the mixture in each cooled 
pancake. Roll them and fold the 
edges. Use the half of a beaten 
egg to stick it together. Put 
the rolls in deep fat heated to 
360 degrees. Cook them until 
they're brown on one side and 
then turn and brown on the 
other. Take them out and dry 
them on absorbent paper. Serve 
them piping hot with a sauce 
made of a espoon of mus- 
tard and a tablespoon of soy 
sauce.

Lantern Decorations

BRIGHT LITTLE LANTERNS 
to hang on the tree are made 
of that lustrous satintone rib- 
bonette that makes such beau- 
tiful bows, and the lanterns 
whip up smoothly just as the 
bows do. 

Start with three gay colored 
pieces of the 144-width ribbon- 
ette cut five inches long, and 
four black pieces % inch wide 
(which can be slit from wider 
ribbonette) cut 4% inches long. 
Since moistening ribbonette on 
the tongue makes it stick to it- 
self, it’s a simple matter to 
attach the three wider strips to 
two of the black ones and to 
cover the joinings with the oth- 
er black strips. This is shown 
at center left with the slitting 
also complete. The slitting is 
easily done with a large pin. 

Four narrow strips 34% inch- 
es long stuck to the black strips 
at both ends of the slit ribbon- 
ette hold the lantern curve. 
Attach the black strips end to 


end and there you are—fin- 
ished except for a handle and 
a tassel. For the tassel, sim- 
ply knot a narrow black stri 
around a piece of the blac 
ribbonette full width and then 
slit fringelike ends. 

Once you've mastered the 
lantern-making trick, you'll be 
producing them for decora- 
tions at many times of the year.

chine needs no sleep. Temptation not only surrounds us— 
it pursues us right into the plant or office. Many employ- 
ment contracts call for two coffee breaks each day, and 
at 10:30 and 3, gigantic percolators are mounted on wheels 
and pushed through many business marts of America. 


Yes, the cook, the kitchen, the foods, the con- 
ventions, the very etiquette of eating are far 
different these days. Nothing’s the same except 
the calorie. Insidious, ubiquitous, the invisible 
calorie looms large in our lives. A vast portion 
of the populace owns only two volumes—the Bible 
and a diet book. 


UNTIL RECENTLY, however, the heavyweight stood 
squarely between the devil and a deep delicious sea of food- 
stuffs. The fat of the land was tco near at hand. Ver- 
boten tidbits were too easily available—dietetic fare too 
scarce and too scattered. And the atmosphere was all 
wrong. We felt furtive about our calorie-counting. 

This self-consciousness is understandable when we 
examine the circumstances. At the time of which I speak, 
the market for special foods consisted mainly of diabetics 
who were forced to restrict their sugar intake. Those of 
us who were healthy but hefty had to search the shelves 
of bizzare little shops for such necessities as saccharine 
and sirup-free fruits. But as our numbers increased, our 
embarrassment lessened. 

Alert processors listened to our demands—and the 
rustle of our money. ‘The emphasis shifted from diabetic 
to dietetic—and the two-letter change ushered in another 
new era 

Twenty years ago, the Loeb Dietetic Food Co., the 
oldest manufacturer of dietetic foods in America, offered 
the consume? some 24 items; customers could find them— 
if they had ferret blood—in pharmacies and at a few fancy 
foodshops. Today the total product count is closer to 100, 
and distribution includes independent grocery stores and 
large chain supermarkets. 

The “quick and easy” craze has, of course, caught up 
with the calorie crowd. An old Loeb pudding mix involved 
the use of two bowls, a pot, a couple of spoons—and en- 
tailed five full minutes of continuous scraping and stirring. 
Crystalized saccharine was added separately and if the 
measurement was just a couple of grains off, the whole 
mess had to be thrown out. When it survived, it took 
three hours to set. 


A new no-cooking instant diet dessert re- 
quires oné bowl ... one minute’s beating ... 
may be served immediately ... and is almost im- 
possible to tell from a legitimate mousse. At 30 
calories an ample portion! 


SUGAR SUBSTITUTES have lost their metallic after- 


taste .. . fruits now swim in thick—but thinning—sirup 
instead of sweetened water husks and rusks have 
passed through the merely permissible stage to become 


chic. We who are about to diet need no longer feel like 
refugees from the human race. 

The real breakthrough came about when “regular” 
canners and packers added low-calorie lines. Suddenly 
the neighborhood stores of the nation were weight-watcher 
wonderlands. At the same time, the ad agencies all took a 
dietetic tack. Even breads boast of caloric innocence, 

No magazine goes to press without a diet piece. Die- 
tetic dog foods are undergoing tests. Towels, aprons, ash- 
trays, cocktail coasters and tablecloths—imprinted with 
caloric information—are currently on the market. The 
epitome has probably been reached in a decal listing the 
caloric contents of common foods—and the latest mor- 
tality tables for the obese. It’s to be affixed—dead-center 
—on the refrigerator door. 

We've learned that weight and well-being are in- 
separable—and that sound health calls for much more 
than mere calorie-counting. The same person who used to 
ask “What’s on the menu?” now wants to know “What's 
in the menu?” 

We investigate a steak or cereal from the viewpoint 
of nutritional need, not just appetite. What is simply 
meat or a mixture of oats and rye and barley and bran to 
anyone else is a veritable mine of vitamins and mint of 
minerals to an up-to-date eater. Every day he chews his 
way from A through E, including all the B complexes. His 
breakfast food hops, pops and crackles in the plate. Since 
it contains iron, iodine, cobalt, copper, magnesium and 
zinc, it’s a wonder it doesn’t detonate! 

According to scientists, the brave,new world is being 
built at Los Alamos and Oak Ridge . . . but you'd better lay

Will Holt Regards Himself as an Art Singer—Learns Good Folk Songs Are Hard to Find

WILL HOLT SINGS in a 
dark Ivy League suit and ac- 
companies himself on a guitar. 
But it wouldn't be hard to 


picture him in doublet, long 
hose and puffed sleeves and 
stroking a harp or lute. For 
Will is the modern edition of 
the minstrel, bard, gleeman 
or what have you, of the Mid- 
dle Ages. He sings songs that 
tell a story, humorous, dolor- 
ous or sentimental. He sings 
folk songs, ballads or show 
songs, with clever arrange- 
ments. But he doesn’t regard 
himself as a folk _ singer. 
Rather, as an sophisticated art 
singer. His outlook on songs 
is as a dramatic art form. He 
uses his light lyric tenor with 
a purity of style that’s a rarity 
among night club singers and 
intersperses his songs with 
witty comment. 

Right now he’s appearing at 
the Crystal Palace, that wierd- 
ly and darkly rococo saloon 
on Olive street east of Grand 
boulevard. Since he started as 
a professional singer three 
years ago (one of his first jobs 
was at the Crystal Palace) he’s 
sung many times at such New 
York Greenwich Village spots 
as the Village Vanguard and 
the Blue Angel, and San Fran- 
cisco’s Purple Onion; he has 
sung on the Gary Moore, To- 
day, Tonight, and Arlene 
Francis TV shows; last year 
he toured with modern dance 
duo, Mark Ryder and Emily 
Frankel, in a concert folk suite 
called “Ballet and Ballads.” 


We sat down the other day 
with Will and he told us all 
about folk songs. He’s always 
on the lookout for them, al- 
ways copying down people’s re- 
membrances of obscure verses 
and ditties. Most of them now 
he gets from the Library of 
Congress recordings, the grass 
roots songs which the Lomaxes 
spent several years recording 
in the streets, byways, moun- 
tains, saloons and jails of the 
nation. 

IN 1950 when he was 21, had 
just inherited a little money 
and was fancy free, he toured 
England, France, Austria, Scan- 
danavia, Finland, Switzerland 
and Italy collecting folk songs. 
In the previous three summers, 
he had studied with Richard 
Dyer-Bennett at his “School 
for American Minstelry” at As- 
pen, Colo., meanwhile attend- 
ing prep school at Exeter and 
college at Williams. 

“It's hard to collect good 
songs,” said Will, a slight, pale, 
and earnest young man with a 
blond crew cut and blue eyes.

NOW THAT THE WORLD 
has gotten over its amazement 
that Russia could put sputniks 
in the sky before the United 
States it’s time to look at the 
situation coolly. 


Let’s take this matter of 
super fuels. Or rather, let's 
break down the _ super-fuel 


problem into its essential eco- 
nomics. An apt analogy would 
be to ask yourself a question: 
For a Fourth of July celebra- 
tion would you rather see a 
display of fireworks costing 
$1009 or would yourather have 
the~$1000 spent on one single 
super rocket? 

The Russians quite literally 
chose the single rocket idea 
for its propaganda and political 
effects and it achieved these 
effects with devastating results, 

America chose the display 
idea in order to benefit sci- 
ence through a series of exper- 
iments in space, 

I have no intention of be- 
littling the Russian achieve- 
ment in hurling Sputniks I 

and II into the sky. But it is 
quite evident Russia early 
decided to let no problem of 
cost interfere, whereas Amer- 
ca was reluctant to threaten 
the welfare of its citizens 
with a crash program in 
which cost was no object. 

And make no mistake, a 
super fuel can onlv be obtained 
at immense cost—at least until 
it gets into high production. 
Moreover, the Soviets must 
know that, while they have 
grabbed an early lead, for the 
long pull America’s tremen- 
dous productive capacity is a 
force to reckon with. 

American ‘eséarchers right 
along have been experimenting 
with super fuels. They have 
explored the entire range of 
fuels and today it is unlikely 
anyone in the world can come 
up with a new type of fuel 
about which we are ignorant. 

Thus scientists in this coun- 
try can put their finger on the 
type of fuels used in launching 
the Russian rockets. 

One promising fuel, for ex- 
ample, has been the boron- 
hydrides —a somewhat oily 
liquid made from boron and 
hydrogen. The two fuels are 
decaborane and pentaborane.

These liquids burn easily and 


are safe to handle. When 
combined with liquid oxygen 
they furnish a tremendous 
amount of energy. 


But the cost! Even with sev- 
eral pilot plants already proc- 
essing them, the liquids still 
cost several hundred dollars a 
pound! Our Vanguard rocket 
needs something like 15,000 
pounds of fuel, and a little fig- 
uring shows Sputnik II may 
have used a quarter million 
pounds of this fuel. 


The American researchers 
limited Vanguard to a much 
cheaper fuel based on our jet 
fuels—kerosene.

Vanguard was

“When I 
sang in Harlan county, Ky., | 
was surprised to find they all 
knew ‘Pretty Polly,’ and such 
old British songs as ‘The Rag- 
gle Taggle Gypsies’ and ‘Go 
Way From My Window,’ which 
they regarded as their own. 
Some of them, far away back 
in the hills, still had an Eliza- 
bethan speech.” 

SOME famous songs make 
good material for Will if given 
an individual treatment. He 
makes ““Wearin’ of the Green” 
into a tremendous burst of de- 
fiant fervor. He does “Oh Mis- 
tress Mine” from Shakespeare's 
“Twelfth Night” in a staccato 
tempo. He uses “Frankie and 
Johnnie,” the tale of a crime 
of passion in St. Louis. His 
wife, Dolly Jonah, an actress 
who played in the recent New 
York revival of O’Neill’s “The 
Ice Man Cometh.” and is work- 
ing up a night club act of her 
own, does a satiric version of 
“Frankie and Johnnie” in 
which the gun woman, through 
modern trends of sensational- 
ism, becomes a national celeb- 
rity, stands on the cover of 
Life, and reaps a fortune. Will 
also likes to do the old favor- 
ite.

The second 
is an overemphasis within the family on a given 
sport. Recreation and sports, as a whole, are good 
and beneficial. But when the desire to win at all 
costs is instilled in a boy, the same emphasis on 
false values will poison all other facets of his life.

“This young genius is sure

Those words suggested the 
true course of Beethoven's 
life. During his manhood he 
was ranked alongside Mozart 
as a master of music, and he 
holds that rank today.
